and half in a tin pan, and placed them side 
by side. 
In the lirst twenty-four hours, 


were two thunder showers ; and, at, the end 
of that time, the milk in the tin pan was 
sour; that iu the glass was sweet and good. 
At the end of twelve hours more, that in 
the tin was thick cltiller. and tlitit in the 
glass began to turn. 
From this, I believe 


glass pans will preserve 
milk one-third 


longer than tin pans."

heard of a number who ate intrndueingglass 
instead of tin. 
Wo have referred to the 


superiority of glatss over tin for dairy pur- 
poses, several times within the last year or 
two.
